However, with the new block scheduling program that has been 
part of life for years now, we are able to accomplish more in 
each of our seven selected classes.

given day, Penn students pass AP exams in a variety of subjects, dissect cats, win athletic and academic

The addition of homeroom/resource as an 
eighth block has also expanded the ability of students 
to accomplish things each day. Students now have 
from 9:41-10:41 second block, gold day, to receive 
extra help from a teacher, work in the ITC scanning 
pictures for a project, get assistance from Ms. 
Nicolini on an essay, or interview an administrator for 
an article. This time also allows students to do 
homework and seek help from their peers.
